MISCELLANEOUS. 

A coMPANY has been incorported un. 
der the laws of New Mexico for putting 
a big international dam across the Rio 
Grande 5 miles above El Paso, Tex., 
for the purpose of irrigation, both in 
Mexico and the United States. The 
construction of this dam will create an 
inland lake 15 miles long and about 
5 miles wide, with an average depth of 
25 feet. 

THERE issaidto be great disquiet 
among German farmers over the pro- 
posed treaty with Russia. 

THE prevalence of cholera in western 
Europe is generally ascribed to Russia's 
policy of driving out the Jews, who 
carried broadcast the seeds of the pes- 
tilence. 

Ir was announced on the 29 that the 
steamship companies of Glasgow had 
telegraphed their European agents to 
suspend for the present the acceptance 
of any emigrants by the Glasgow lines 
for American and other destinations. 
Considerable apprehension already ex- 
ists in Glasgow in regard to the Russian 
and other emigrants who have recent- 
ly arrived there to take passage. 

ARCHITECTS are preparing plans for 
two hotels of about 100 rooms each to 
be erected just outside of the mill yard 
at Munhall station, Pa., for the use of 
single employes of the Carnegie Steel 
Co. The buildings will be fitted with 
all possible conveniences, and the men 
will be furnished with nice rooms and 
good food for a small sum per week. 

Muvc8u uncut grain in North Dakota 
has been greatly damaged by recent 
rains. 

ORpERs have been posted throughout 
Berlin announcing that Asiatic cholera 
exists there, and containing exhaustive 
advice to the public on the subject of 
sanitary arrangements. 

Tue Berlin Post publishes a letter 
from a Hamburg physician who makes 
grave charges of neglect against the 
authorities of that city for their want 
of proper effort to extirpate the chol- 
era. 

TuE authorities of the United . States 
of Colombia have issued an order clos- 
ing the ports on the Atlantic coast of 
Colombia to all vessels arriving from 
ports infected with cholera. This puts 
a check at once upon commerce with 
Germany, France and Belgium.

M’KINLEY PROSPERITY. 


Indisputable Argument in Favor of High 
Tariff. 

The tariff speeches recently made in 
the senate have dealt largely with 
mathematical calculations based upon 
averages of prices. The republican de- 
baters have had a marked advantage 
in the argument, because the fact dis- 
closed by the statistics respecting Mc- 
Kinley prices have been on their side. 
Abstract conclusions from such tables 
as the finance committee has laborious- 
ly prepared belong to what may be de- 
scribed as the higher mathematics of 
tariff discussion. An argument less 
comprehensive in its scope, but perhaps 
more intelligible to the ordinary mind, 
can be based upon the industrial prog- 
res3 of a town which has been favora- 
bly affected by recent tariff legislation. 

Evidences of phenomenal prosperity 
abound in that great center of cotton 
manufacturing. Since the passage of 
the McKinley act many new factories 
have been built and many old mills 
have been enlarged. In asingle year 
there has been an increase of 200,000 in 
the number of spindles and an enlarged 
production of $21,000,000. These ex- 
traordinary gains have not been made 
at the expense of the consumer. From 
the passage of the McKinley act the 
prices of cotton prints have been 
steadily reduced. An enormous expan- 
sion of the productive resources of the

‘That is a 
striking illustration of what may be 
described as McKinley prosperity, im 
der which everybody gains and nobody 
loses. Fall River, with its $23,000,000 
pinvested in cotton factories, its $8,000,- 
000 paid annually to wage earners, its 
$12,000,000 of workmen’s deposits in 
the savings banks, and its cotton prints 
half a cent cheaper than they were in 
1890, is an irrefutable argument in 
favor of a protective tariff. 

Senators Vest and Carlisle, who are 
lamenting the terrible lot of working 
people under “tariff oppression,” ‘“‘rob- 
bery by trusts” and ‘‘McKinley prices,” 
ought to make an excursion to Fall 
River and find out the facts. They will 
find there one of the most prosperous 
working communities in the world, 
owning in good part its own houses, 
having its millions on deposit in the 
saving banks, and receiving wages 
nearly double those paid in England. 
There are nosigns of hard times and 
business depression there. The intro- 
duction of higher grades of manufac- 
turing has put a premium upon skilled 
labor and greatly increased the earn- 
ings of the best workmen. At the 
same time, by a rearrangement of the 
working hours, wages have been vir- 
tually increased 344 per cent. at a cost 
of $300,000 a year to the manufacturers. 
This has been done in the face of a re- 
duction of wages abroad, and of a sec- 
ond impending cut of 10 per cent. in 
Lancashire. McKinley prosperity in 
Fall River is shared in large degree 
by the operatives whose labor has been 
protected and its purchasing power ma- 
terially increased by republican legisla- 
tion. 

What has the democratic party to of- 
fer to such a community as that at Fall 
River? A tariff for revenue only. 
What will that involve? A larger share 
of the American market for foreign 
manufactures with cheaper labor be- 
hind them. Work on new factories 
will be stopped; old mills will be oper-

G. A. R. ENCAMPMENT, 


Information of Interest to Veterans who 
Attend the Twenty-Sixth National Ena- 
vampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic io Washington—Arrangement 
ot Army Corps Reunions, 

Wasuineton, Aug. 30.—The commit- 
tee of reunions for the Twenty-sixth na- 
tional encampment of the G. A. R. has 
decided to group all the reunions to- 
gether on the mall known as the 
‘White Lot,” south of the White House. 
Around the clipse will be stationed 
headquarter tents for each corps, for 
the navy, ex-prisoners of war and other 
organizations. In the rear of these 
tents will be others for each brigade in 
the corps. There will be large tents 
for the reunion of corps. The arrange- 
ment into corps for reunion purposes is 
as follows: 

First Corps—Al}l those who served in the 
First corps at any time from its organization 
in March, 1862, and while it formed a part of 
the Second corps in the last year of the war. 

Second Corps—All those who served in the 
Second corps at any time. 

Third Corps—All those who served in the 
Third corps at any time, including the time it 
formed part of the Fifth corps, 

Fourth Corps—All members 6 the Fourth 
corps ot the army of the Cumberland at any 
time,including those who bad previously served 
in the Twentisth and Twenty -first corps of that 
army prior to its consolidation into the Fourth 
corps. . 

Fifth Corps—All who served in that organi- 
zation at any time during its history. 

Sixth Corps—All who served in that corps at 
any time. 

Seventh Corps—All who servei westof the 
Mississippi and north of the Red rivers. 

Eighth Corps—Including that corps and the 
army of West Virginia. 

Ninth Corps—All who served in that corps at 
any time. 

Tenth Corps—All who served im that corps or 
the department of the south. 

Eleven Corps—All who sorved ig that corps. 

Twelfth Corps—Alli who served im tliat corps 





as organized October 2, 1862, or at any time 
thereafter. 

Fourteenth Corps—All who served in that 
corps as organized October 24, 1862, or at amy 
time thereafter. 

Fifteenth Corps—All who served in that corps 
as organized December 18, 1882, or at_any time 
thereafter. 

Sixteenth Corps—All who served in that corps 
ss organized December 18, 1862, or at any time 
thereafter. 

All the regiments which served inthe army 
of the Tennessce and were not definitely as- 
signed to any corps will be assigned to the Six- 
teenth corps. This includes all the hundred- 
day regiments called out in 1864 to do garrison 
duty and protect lines of communication. 

Seventeenth Corps—All who belonged to the 
corps as organized Decomber 18, 1892, or at any 
time thereafter. 

Eighteenth Corps—All who belonged to the 
corps as organized December 24, 1862, or at any 
time thereafter. This includes Casey's division 
of the Fourth corps and Peck’s division of the 
Seventh corps of the army of tha Potomac, and 
all the troops in the departmontof Virginia and 
Noth Carolina. 

Nineteenth Corps—All who belonged to the 
corps as organ'z?d January 5, 1863. or at any 
time thereafter. This includes all who served 
at any time in the departmeut of the Gulf. 

The Twentieth corps will mean the corps as 
organized April 4, 1862, by consolidating the 
Eleventh and Fourteenth corps, and fiuciude all 
who served in that corps thereafter. 

The piace of the Twenty-first corps has been 
taken by the provincial corps, army of the 
Cumberland, which will include all regiments 
of the army of the Cumberland not definitely 
assigned to any corps. 

Twenty-second Corps—This will include all 
the troops occupying the defens3s of Washing- 
ton, and all regiments, batteries, etc., of the 
army of the Potomac which were not assigned 
to corps. 

Twenty-third Corps—This includes all who 
served in that corps and the new army of the 
Ohio, except the members of the Ninth corps. 

Twenty-fourth Corps—This will include all 
who served in the corps as organized December 
8, 1864, under the command of Gen. Ord. 

Twonty-fifth Corps—This will include all who 
served in the corps as organiz3d December 3, 
1864, or at any time thereafter, Also all colored 
troops cast of the Allegheny mountains. 

The colored troops serving in the country be- 
tween the Mississippi river andthe Allegheny 
mountains will form an organization called the 
“Colored Troops of the Military Division of the 
Mississippi.” 

The Cavalry corps, army of the Potomac, in- 
cludes a!l the cavalry iu the army of the Poto- 
mac. 

Cavalry corps, west2rn army, includes all the 
cavalry in the armies of the Ohio, Cumberland 
and Tennuessee. 

Navy includes all who served afloat, as well 
as sailors, marines or Mississippi marine brig- 
ade. 

Artillery Corps, Army of the Potomac—This 
will include all those in the army of the Poto- 
mac who served in the artillery. 

Engineers—This will include all who served 
in the engineers, signal service, as scouts or 
spies, as telegraphors on military raflroads, etc. 
Each of thes2 services will be grouped together 
under its chairman. 

Prisoners of War—All soldiers, sailors or 
marines who fell into the hands of the enomy. 

Tho Fourth corps of the army of the Po- 
temac, commanded General Wool and Dix, and 
the Twentjeth ani Twonty-first corps of the 
army of the Cumberland, were unavoidably 
ignored. All the regiments in the old Fourth 
and Seventh corps went into other corps uf the 
ariny of the Potomac or James, and ned¥ly all 
thess in the Fourteenth and Twenty-first 
corps became part of the newly created Fourth 
corps. All will, therefore, bo fully represented. 

The ground will be dedicated under 
the name of “Grand Army Place” on 
Monday, September 19. 

The president of the United States, 
the vice-president, the supreme court, 
cabinet officers, committees represent- 
ing the senate and house of representa- 
tives, the major general commanding 
the army and the rear admiral of the 
navy will be there, with the command- 
er-in-chief of the grand army. 

There will be a grand parade prior to 
the ceremonies. The regular soldiers 
and sailors stationed in the vicinity of 
Washington, the District militia and 
the department of the Potomac and 
Sons of Veterans will appear in line.

A Representative of the German Empire 
Gathering Pointers in Naval Construc- 
tion in This Country. Under Escort of a 
Specially Detailed Officer of the United 
States Navy. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 30.—Alexander 
Dietrich, chief constructor of the navy 
and privy councillor to the German 
admiralty, is in Philadelphia making a 
study of the methods and products of 
construction at Cramp’s shipyard. Mr. 
Dietrich is on 8 mission from the Ger- 
man emperor to investigate and ac- 
quire knowledge of the latest designs, 
devices and applications of naval archi- 
tecture in this city. Future vessels for 
the German navy may be modeled after 
the pattern of the American cruisers’ 
and vessels of war. Lieut. W. H. 
Schuetz has been detached from the 
war ship Chicago to act as his official 
entertainer. 

Mr. Dietrich will remain in this coun- 
try about two weeks, and will make 
the most of the opportunities at his dis- 
posal. Guided by Lieut. Schuetz, he 
has already visited the government 
navy yards at Norfolk, inspected the 
Baltimore harbor, and under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Buell made a tour of the 
Cramp ship-building industries. 

Yesterday they continued the inspec- 
tion of the Cramp yards and paid par- 
ticular attention to the cruisers New 
York and Columbia, and the battle- 
ships Massachusetts and Indiana.

Two Hotels for Thoir Accomodation to 
be Erected in Close Proximity to the 
Homestead Works—Pinkerton Detectives 
en a Still Hunt for Those Winchester 
Rifles. 

PirTsBuRGH, Pa., Aug. 30.—Yesterday 
architects began preparing plans for 
two hotels of about 100 rooms each to 
be erected just outside of the mill yard 
at Munhall station, for the use of 
single employes of the Carnegie Steel 
Co. The buildings will be fitted with 
all possible conveniences. An official 
of the company said to-day: 

“Our idea is to give our men a nice 
room, good food and all conveniences 
possible fora small sum per week. They 
will be as comfortable as if they were 
at their homes.” 

A surprising number of Pinkerton 
men were in Homestead vesterday, and 
there is much suppressed excitement 
over the proposed search for the guns 
of the captured Pinkertons. For sev- 
eral weeks Pinkerton’s best detectives 
have been endeavoring to loeate the 
weapons, and now with the authority 
of search warrants they propose to 
compel the possessors of the Winches- 
ters to surrender them. 

Two months ago yesterday the great 
steel works shut down, and so far as 
the men are concerned there is no per- 
ceptible weakening, nor do the majority 
express any doubt of victory. The 
firm insist that, so far as they are con- 
cerned, the strike is over, and point to 
the mills as their evidence. 


NOT SO FAST, SISTER. 


A Canadian Plan for Toll Evasion Gets a 
Cold Set-Back from the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 230.—The Ca- 
nadians, with a view of evading the 
twenty cent tolls to be imposed in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the presi- 
dent’s proclamation on and after the 
first of September next on all Manitoba 
wheat shipped through the St. Mary's 
canal, are proposing to evade the 
requirements of the proclamation 
by shipping in Canadian bottoms from 
Duluth to Port Huron to be trans- 
shipped from that point by the Grand 
Trunk line through Canada. This 
matter being brought to the attention 
of the treasury department, Assistant 
Secretary Spalding has sent the follow- 
ing explicit telegram to the solicitor of 
the Grand Trunk Railroad co. 


Hon. E. W. Meppaveu, Derroit:—Neither 
Manitoba nor domestic wheat can ba carried in 
Canadian bottoms from Duluth to Port Huron, 
as it would be in violation of our coasting laws. 
But if carried in American bottoms it is not 
subject to this toll. If carried through the 
canal from Duluth to Sarnia for consumption 
in or export from Canada via Montreal, or any 
other port, it would be.

THE RED CROSS 


Organizing in Austria, Under Orders of 
the Emperor, for fervice in Combating 
Cholera Should it Invade the Empire. 
Vienna, Aug. 30.—Emperor Franz 

Joseph has ordered the Red Cross so- 

ciety to organize for the cholera serv- 

ice throughout Austria. Ten hospital 
barracks are to be erected in different 
parts of the empire, and most of these 
will be under the supervision of the 

Red Cross. The society will also under- 

take the transport service, or convey- 

ing patients from their homes to the 
hospitals. 

The war department is sending out 
instructions to all commanders of gar- 
risons in the larger cities to have their 
sanitary service jn readiness to fight 
the plague. In Galicia, especially, en- 
ergetic action is urged. At all the 
Galician fortresses near the Russian 
border, cholera barracks are being pre- 
pared, and the disinfectants and medi- 
cines necessary to combat the disease 
have been distributed among the de- 
partments of war in this city.

PRECAUTIONARY. 


The President Has Taken Steps to 
Prevent the Plague. 





Strict Quarantine Pegulations to 
Be Adopted. 





A Circular Will Be Issued, but No 
Proclamation Is Deemed Neces- 
sary for the Present--Mrs. 
Harrison Is Improved. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—President Har- 
rison and party reached Washington a 
few minutes before 9 o'clock, and were 
at once driven to the executive mansion. 
The president’s unexpected return to the 
capital at this time was due to the desire 
to consult with the members of his cabi- 
net now in the city as to what further 
measures, if any, should be adopted by 
the government to prevent the introduc- 
tion of cholera into this country. 

The president, though not alarmed, 
fully comprehends the gravity of the 
situation, and nothing which the general 
government may properly do to lessen 
the chances of cholera invasion will be 
left undone. 

While nothing definite can be stated 
as to the presidents return to Loon Lake, 
it is probable that the start will be made 
Friday afternoon, and it is altogether 
likely that the contemplated detour to 


Ogdenburg and other goints in northern 
New York will be tponed until his 
final return trip. 

His purpose now is to return to Loon 
Lake by way of Plattsburgh without 
making any stops. The president's let- 
ter of acceptance will not, it is stated, 
be made public yet. 

Mrs. Harrison’s general health, it is 
said, continues to improve, but the nev- 
vous affection with which she has suffer- 
ed during the last several months, shows 
discouraging persistence. It is not be- 
lieved that it will be prudent for her to 
attempt to resume her social duties dur- 
ing the coming season, and her place, no 
doubt, will be temporarily filled by other 
ladies of the president’s houschold. 

The Action Taken. 

At the request of the president, Assist- 
ant Secretary Spaulding, of the treasury 
department, and Dr. Wyman, surgeon 
general of the marine hospital service, 
met the president and members of his 
cabinet in conference. After hours of 
deliberation it was decided not to issue a 
proclamation at this time, but to issue a 
special circular instead, which will soon 
be made public. 

The circular will, said Secretary Fos- 
ter, amount practically to twenty days 

uarantine of vessels or longer detention 
if necessary. It will be coupled, how- 
éver it is understood, with the provision 
that it will be enforced +: re it is not 
in contravention of sin‘e laws. 

The issuance of a circular may be de- 
layed somewhat, owing to the desire of 
the treasury departinent to publish at 
the same time an opinion of the attorney 
general bearing on the question of cer- 
tain rights of the government in the 
matter, which, it is thought, should ac- 
company the circular.

Boston, Sept. 2.—The state board of 
health has issued orders not to ag im- 
migrants from the British Islands or 
Scandinavia to come into the port of 
Boston without fumigation of themselves 
and baggage. City Physician Little of 
Lyon, states that should the cholera 
strike that city an epidemic will be} 
unavoidable, owing tothe condition of 
the harbor and marshes.

The investigation was given 
an =o by one of the weighers who 
agreed to tugn state’s evidence in con- 
sideration immunity from punish- 
ment for his share in the frauds. It is 
doubtful if he will be spread, however. 
Collector Hendricks refuses to tell the 
name of the man who has turned state’s 
evidence. He also refused to make the 
evidence public.

SHE EXTRACTS TEETH. 


Story of a Chicago Woman Dentist---ller 
Trials and Success. 

There is a colony ir Chicago of enter- 
prising and intelligent woman dentists, 
who are more and more finding favor 
with the public and demonstrating that 
there are few professions in which 
womer may not succeed, if they pre- 
pare thamselves for their work and go 
ut it zediously and conscientiously. 

The ploncer was Mrs. M. E. Abbott, 
whose place of business is at the corner 
of Cottage Grove avenue and Thirty- 
first street, and whose specialty, as her 
card states, is “crown and bridge 
work.” She also gives special atten- 
tion to children’s teeth. 

A reporter, says the Chicago Inter 
Ocean, called to see her recently, and 
found her willing to give her experi- 
ence for the encouragement of others 
who may be contemplating a like de- 
parture from the beaten path. She has 
two rooms, a reception and operating 
room, and in the former a sewing-ma- 
chine and a white lawn gown, trimmed 
with embroidery, in process of making, 
proved that, whatever calling a woman 
may pursue, certain womanly habits 
will cling to her through everything. 

The assistant admitted the visitor and 
presently the dentist herself came in. 
She is a woman of medium height, with 
good, regular features, dark eyes and 
hair and a fair complexion. 

**Yes, I have had a checkered career,” 
she admitted, as she pulled off her 
gloves and sat down. ‘You see, since 
I began there has been a tremendous 
change in public opinion. The progress 
that has been made, within the past 
ten vears, passes belief.” 

“Where were you educated?” 

“I have had no college training. 
When I began there was no college of 
dentistry in Chicago. My husband was 
a dentist and I studied with him. I be- 
gan shortly after I was married. We 
lived on Oak street, not far from the 
Jake, and were doing well at the time 
of the fire. That ruined us. We lost 
everything, like hundreds of others, 
and were among the refugecs whowent 
to Milwaukee. [Friends made up a 
purse and helped us. I remained in 
Milwaukee a little over a year and then 
1 went to Cresco, Howard county, Iowa. 
I had two children. 

“T learned my profession thoroughly, 
and made a speciaity of the mechanical 
part of it. It was really forced upon 
me, for I had my two little children and 
had to do whatever work I might un- 
dertake, at home. This it was possible 
for me to do in dentistry. I went to 
Cresco in the winter. Jt was intensely 
cold weather, as cold as it ever gets in 
that part of the conntry. I had my 
children with me and remained a year 
andahalf. The business did not pay 
me, and I realized that I would have to 
branch out and open other offices in 
neighboring towns. My friends, who 
were greatly interested in my success, 
and who are still my friends, also ad- 
vised this. My first venture was in 
Preston, Minn. It was thirty miles 
from Cresco, off the railroad, and the 
journey had to be made in an open 
wagon. I had heard of the community 
as one made up of intelligent, progres- 
sive people. I went in January in the 
midst of a raging blizzard, holding my 
baby close to me, under the blankets, 
to keep him from freezing. Louise was 
left with friends. She was then seven 
vears old. It was in midwinter and I 
did not expect to remain more than a 
few days, nor did I expect very great 
financial results. ‘To my surprise I was 
busy almost from the first day, and, *n 
the three weeks I remained, I earned 
$300. 

‘TI then continued to open branch of- 
fices until I had six, all of which I vis- 
ited at stated seasons, and did well. 

“Do you extract teeth, too?” 

“Oh, yes,” she said with a smile. 

‘Do you remember the first case of 
this sort?” 

“Perfectly. That was in Cresco. My 
husband came out into the back room 
and said: ‘Minnie, there is a man in 
the office who wants his tooth pulled 
and you must doit.’ I had always re- 
fused to use the forceps because I feared 
that I did not possess the requisite 
strength. This is a mistake that most 
women make. It is not mere strength 
that is needed; it is science. The man 
was a big Norwegian—an unpromising 
subject—and I looked around and took 
up the forceps with a good deal of mis- 
giving. But I realized that, sooner or 
later, I would have it to learn and 
would have to make a beginning. I got 
hold of the tooth, gave it a little wrench 
and out it came—so easily that I looked 
at it frightened, supposing that I had 
broken it all to pieces. But there it 
was, intact. I never failed in all my 
practice, and have never broken a tooth 
in attempting to pull it. It is some- 
thing that the most delicate woman can 
do easily, if she knows how. My daugh- 
ter came to me while I was in Preston 
—one of the coldest days of that win- 
ter. She, too, made the trip in an open 
wagon, wrapped up in buffalo robes. 
She was a tiny child—and could not be 
separated from me any longer.” 

“And what about your practice 
here?” 

“Well, like everybody else, I was not 
contented until I came back. I realized 
that I never should have gone away. I 
had been gone away from 1873 to 1879. 
Shortly after my return I met Mr. Geo. 
Bb. Carpenter. Music Hall was not yet 
built, but was in contemplation. I 
went first to the corner of Michigan 
avenue and Fourteenth street and hung 
out my sign. He persuaded me to open 
an office in Music Hall,which was to ve 
opened in March. He said that friends 
would help me #nd advised it froma 
business stand-point. I had been look- 
ing elsewhere, but concluded to take 
his advice, and did so. On March 13, 
accordingly, I opened my office. With 
the first week I did a business that 
brought me in regularly from %250 to 
$500 a month.

“Tam sorry to say that at first the 
violent opposition I met was from wom- 
en. They thought that one who would 
adopt such a profession must be dishon- 
est, of course; that it was impossible 
that she should be womanly or in any 
way refined. You can notthink how 
they have broadened and how they 
stand by one another now, compared to 
what I once knew of them. Why, in 
ten years it will be considered a dis- 
grace for women to speak slightingly of 
each other, and not stand by each oth- 
er. Then, asI have said, Tt caused a 
great deal of unpleasant comment, and 
Mrs. Helen E. Starrett came to my res- 
cue in an article which appeared in the 
Daily News entitled, “Shall She Pull 
Teeth?” She was my friend in that 
time of trial, and has since sent mea 
great many patients. 

“I was the first woman dentist in Chi- 
cago, and there was only one other in 
the United States. She was a Miss 
Hobbs, of Lawrence, Kan. She only 
practiced a short time; she married 
They would not admit her to the col- 
lege in Philadelphia, but she succeeded 
in gaining admission to the one in Cin- 
cinnati. There wasa German woman 
who was afterward admitted in Phila- 
delphia through the influence of the 
dean. He was greatly beloved, an ad- 
vocate of woman’s rights in everything, 
and when her application was -made he 
said if she could not be received he 
would resign. They would not give 
him up, of course, and the woman fin- 
ished her course. She went back to 
Berlin and is now practicing there. 
She has members of the royal family 
among her patients and has opened a 
college of dentistry for women. At 
the time I began, however, I was the 
only woman, except Miss Hobbs, who 
had her own office. There may have 
been others practicing with their hus- 
bands or assisting in offices, but we two 
were the only ones who were conduct- 
ing an independent business) Now 
women have every facility: colleges are 
open to them and they can have the 
same training as men and there area 
number in Chicago who are doing ad- 
mirably. Among these are Mrs. Mann, 
who came next to me; Mrs. Lawrence, 
who has an office at the corner of Wash- 
ington and State streets; Miss Benham, 
who did well as a physician but after- 
ward took up dentistry and has an office 
opposite Central Music Hall on State 
street, and Mrs. Randall on the West 
Side.” 
“Do you still practice?” 
A glance into the operating room, the 
door of which stood open, revealing the 
chair of torture and various appliances 
made this question superfluous. 
“O, yes,” she said, ‘‘my children want 
me to retire, but I shall continue to 
practice for ten years, at least; perhaps 
longer.” 

A Woman's Scientific Work. 
Miss Zelia Nuttall is a San Francisco 
woman who is doing remarkable work 
in American anthropology. She is at 
present in Dresden, Germany. She sur- 
rounds herself with an Aztec atmos- 
phere; her library, one of the richest in 
Mexican works in existence, is cased in 
pieces of furniture whose forms and 
decorations are drawn from Mexican 
architecture. On all relating to Mex- 
ican archeology and history she is an 
authorty. Two of the Peabody mnu- 
seum monographs are by her—one upon 
acurious feather head-dress, the other 
upon the Mexican throwing stick, or 
atlatl Recently Miss Nuttall had the 
pleasure of discovering at the old castle 
of Ambras, Germany, a fine shield of 
ancient Mexican feather-work. In a 
number of the Internationales Archiv 
fur Ethnographie she publishes an ex- 
haustive and handsomely illustrated 
article upon the subject of feather 
shields from Mexico. Ina recent visit 
to Florence, Italy, Miss Nuttall discov- 
ered in the library an Aztec manuscript 
with pictures, It turned out to be a 
treatise upon dress and ornament, and 
contains a text in Spanish letters. — 
Chicago Post. 








Miss Elizabeth Boyce, B. A. 

Miss Elizabeth Boyce is the only 
young woman who takes the Columbia 
college B. A. degree this year. Miss 
Boyce is not a Barnard college student, 
but she receives the regular Columbia 
degree, and has her name printed on 
the commencement programme in the 
list of graduates in regular alphabet- 
ical order. Miss Boyce took the full 
curriculum required in Latin, Greek ' 
and mathematics, modern languages, 
and political science without the aid of 
college lectures or private tutors, at the 
same time pursuing her chosen profes- 
sion of teaching. She is still in her 
teens, and from such a brilliant begin- 
ning a successful career is safely antici- 
pated.

Mzs. OsBORNE, a widow, has cleared. 
$5,000 to $6,000 a year from her ranch 
near Salt Lake City. She raises vege- 
tables. Lately she added a chicken 
ranch and two incubators, and expects 
to clear $10,000 a year.

Bome Lessons for Persons Who Eat Tcma- 
toes, Potatoes, Etc. 

“The plants—but nobody cares what 
piants do,” says Mr. Grant Allen in one 
of his most recent papers. Who ever 
takes the trouble to remember, as he 
eats his tomato mayonnaise, that the 
pleasant acid flavor and the attractive 
trimson coloring of the chief ingredient 
of his salad are the lures which nature 
gave the herb to attract animals more 
or less voracious than himself and in- 
duce them to spread about the seeds 
and help the tomato plant to increase 
and multiply and another year to bring 
forth fruit after its kind. 

Or, if the loiterer at Delmonico’s 
make so much of a refiection between 
his courses, he will hardly extend it so 
far as to compare the egg-plant which 
graces another place on the bill of fare 
with the tomatoe he has already eaten. 
If he did, and could persuade the 
waiter to bring him in one of each un- 
cooked he would find mutch of a like- 
ness between them. 

Each isa true berry, soft and full of 
seeds. Each has a peculiar and pro- 
nounced flavor and an attractive out- 
side coloring—the crimson of the to- 
mato being replaced by ivory-white, or 
deep purple or violet in the egg-plant. 
But long before these observations had 
been made doubtless the sanity of 
the inquisitive guest would have been 
questioned by the proprietor and prob- 
ably the police would have been called 
upon to rid the establishment of a dan- 
gerous lunatic. 

If, notwithstanding these discomforts 
attending the study, our vegetarian 
should pursue the matter further and 
take up a volume on such subjects, his 
Gray would inform him that the to- 
mato and the egg-plant were near kins- 
folk, being both important members of 
the influential family of the night- 
shades.

Sr. Lovis, Aug. 25.—The city this 
evening is a blaze of light. Along over 
six miles of the business streets 75,000 
electric and gas lights are shining 
through globes of many tints, produc-

At the corner of Broadway and Olive 
streets, within two squares of the site 
of the new two million dollar hotel, an 
enormous globe is suspended in mid 
air, about as high as the fifth floor of 
the lofty buildings which adorn the 
corner. The globe revolves on its axis, 
and is studded with thousands of incan- 
descent electric light globes which 
give the exact outlines of the two con- 
tinents.

The great exposition, the only 
successful annual exposition in the 
world,opens September 7 and continues 
with four concerts daily by Gilmore’s 
band of 100 pieces, the greatest ag- 
gregation of musical talent ever seen or 
heard in the west. 

The Veiled Prophet will arrive Octo- 
ber 1, and will be accorded a-military 
reception. His great annual parade 
will take place Tuesday, October 4, fol- 
lowed by a grand ball at the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange hall.
